The bare statistics on hearings do not Indicate the detail Involved in 
preparing for the hearings both as to substance of the briefings and 
physical arrangements. Also, actions required resulting from the 
hearings vary considerably, la tome cnees e minimum follow-up 
action la required end la ethers there It a tremendous amount of work 
both la supplying additional Information and in correcting the transcripts. 

2. The volume of personnel referral mass has continued to rise 
gradually. Written and oral queries of other nature have continued to 
rise gradually. What has marked a great difference this yeer es 
compared with previous yoars has boon the number of queries which 
have required personal handling. This arises from the netnre end the 
subject of the query where the answer requires discussion of classified 
material and in some cases extensive coordination with other agencies 
of the Government. The effect of this «» ths Office is that personal 
handling requires far more time than writing and dispatching a written 
reply. 1 would estimate that personal handling varans written reply 
consumes additional time by the factor of ton to one. I am pioasod to
